REPORT OF HOPEDALE 
PLANNING BOARD COMMITTEE 


The investigation of the Committee into the feasibility of a 
Planning Board has determined the following facts which form 
the basis of the Committee’s recommendation. 


PURPOSE 


The broad purpose of a Planning Board in any community 
is to provide for the sound and regulated development of the 
community including residential, commercial and industrial 
growth. 


FUNCTIONS 


Subdivision control: This relates to the division of land 
into lots where one or more of the lots do not have frontage 
on a public way. Regulations concerning subdivisions are 
adopted by a Planning Board and usually follow those recom- 
mended by the State. They are designed to require persons sub- 
dividing land where new streets are required to install adequate 
streets and municipal services for the benefit of the houses to be 
built. These regulations cover the location, construction, width 
and grade of proposed streets and installation of municipal 
services such as drainage and water. These regulations do not 
control the size, shape, width, frontage or use of lots within sub- 
divisions or the buildings which may be constructed thereon. 
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Planning: In planning the sound growth of the community 
the Planning Board would investigate and make recommenda- 
tions concerning zoning laws and building codes. 


OPERATION 


A Planning Board is composed of from five to nine mem- 
bers elected so that the term of at least one member expires 
each year. Public hearings are held before the adoption of any 
regulations and on all subdivision plans submitted for approval. 
A Board of Appeals must be established by the town by-laws. 
The only function of the Board of Appeals with respect to sub- 
division control is to issue building permits in hardship cases 
for the erection of buildings where a building permit has been 
refused by the Planning Board or other authority for failure to 
comply with subdivision control regulations. 


ACCEPTANCE AND COSTS 


Many towns in this area including Milford, Upton, Grafton 
and Uxbridge have established Planning Boards. Moreover, the 
State requires all towns over 10,000 population to have Plan- 
ning Boards. 


The normal annual cost of a Planning Board in small 
towns runs from $200.00 to $600.00. Special projects such as 
zoning preparations, consultants and map preparation can cost 
from $1,000.00 to $4,000.00. 


RECOMMENDATION 


It is the unanimous recommendation of the Committee 
that the voters of Hopedale adopt a Planning Board.

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REPORT OF THE 
HOPEDALE TOWN FINANCE COMMITTEE 


Mr. Moderator: 


To the Citizens of the Town of Hopedale: 


In accordance with its duty, as provided by Article XI of 
the By-Laws of the Town of Hopedale, the Finance Committee 
has given careful consideration to all Articles in the Town 
Warrant that involve the expenditure of money, and presents 
in this report its recommedations on such Articles. The Com- 
mittee has obtained Information from and consulted with var- 
ious departments and officials of the Town and believes that 
the appropriations it has recommended are the minimum 
amounts with which essential and necessary services can be 
rendered to the citizens. 


One of the most important matters to be taken up at the 
Annual Town Meeting is the problem of additional school facil- 
ities under Articles 21 and 22. The Finance Committee has con- 
curred with the position taken by the High School Building 
Planning Committee that Article 21 should be rejected and 
that affirmative action be taken under Article 22. With this in 
mind, the Finance Committee has recommended an appropria- 
tion of $17,000.00 under Article 22, to cover the estimated cost 
of Working Plans and Specifications. 


Also, if Article 22 is favorably acted upon by the Annual 
Town Meeting, it is contemplated that a Special Meeting will 
be called later to see if the Town will raise or appropriate funds 
for the school construction. It is our understanding that not all 
of the school construction or alteration costs can be raised by 
the issuance of bonds, so that a further sum out of the current 
year’s tax revenues would be required. 


It appears that a Special Meeting, if called, probably could 
not be held before the 1958 tax rate is fixed, so some provision 
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should be made for funds to be available for the appropriations 
at a Special Meeting. Accordingly the Finance Committee has 
deemed it advisable to recommend that a smaller than usual 
amount of available funds in the Treasury (“free cash’) now 
be applied against the current appropriations. Ordinarily we 
would have approved the use of about $32,500.00 of free cash 
at this time, but have now recommended only $7,500.00 leaving 
$25,000.00 for later use. If no Special Meeting is held or Article 
22 is rejected there would, of course, be a larger amount of free 
cash carried over to 1959. 


The effect on the 1958 tax rate of our recommendations 
related to Article 22 ($17,000.00 for Plans and $25,000.00 extra 
left in free cash) is estimated to be an increase of $5.50. 


The appropriations for 1958 recommended at this time by 
the Finance Committee amount to a total of $626,850.00 as 
compared with $624,547 last year. However, because of ex- 
pected larger assessments by the county, smaller receipts of 
income taxes from the State and from motor vehicle taxes, and 
the smaller amount taken from free cash, the additional amount 
to be raised is $62,353.00. This will require an estimated tax 
rate of $54.25, an increase of $7.75 from 1957. 


The following condensed summary shows how the 1957 
tax rate was determined and the estimated figures for 1958. It 
should be pointed out that the 1958 estimates appearing in the 
Report of the Town Accountant were of necessity preliminary 
figures, some of which were later revised by the departments 
or by suggestions of the Finance Committee.

$7,862 of appropriations affects our tax rate by $1.00. 


The principal increases in the recommended appropria- 
tions are $17,000 for working plans for school construction and 
$11,355 for the School Department. These are offset by de- 
creases of $17,000 for water main extensions and $17,500 for 
street improvements.

VITAL STATISTICS 


Parents and others are requested to carefully examine the 
following lists and if any errors or omissions are discovered 
report them at once to the town clerk, that the record may 
be corrected, as it is of importance that the record of Vital 
Statistics should be complete. Herewith are extracts from 
the General Laws of Massachusetts, Chapter 46. 

Section 3. Every physician, or hospital medical officer 
registered under Section nine of Chapter one hundred and 
twelve, in this chapter called officer, shall keep a record of the 
birth of every child in cases of which he was in charge show- 
ing date and place of birth, the name, if any, of the child, its 
sex and color, the name, age, birth place, occupation and resi- 
dence (including the street number, if any) of each parent, 
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the maiden name of the mother and the name of the physician 
or officer, if any, personally attending the birth. If the child 
is illegitimate, the names of and other facts relating to the 
father shall not be set forth except upon written request of 
both the father and mother. Said physician or officer shall, 
within fifteen days after such birth, mail or deliver to the 
clerk or register of the town where such birth occurred, a re- 
port stating the facts herein above required to be shown on 
said record and also the said written request, if any provided, 
that if said report is not so made within forty-eight hours 
after such birth, said physician or officer shall, within said 
forty-eight hours, mail or deliver to said clerk, or registrar 
a notice stating the date and place of the birth, the street 
number, if any, the ward number, if in a city, and the family 
name. Upon presentation to him of a certificate of the town 
clerk stating that any such birth has been duly reported, the 
town treasurer shall pay to such physician or officer a fee 
of twenty-five cents for each birth so reported. Any physician 
or any such officer violating any provision of this section shall 
forfeit not more than twenty-five dollars. 

Section 4. A member or servant of a family in which a 
child is born, having knowledge of the facts required for 
record relative to such birth, shall furnish the same upon re- 
quest of the clerk of the town where such child was born or 
its parents reside, or of any person authorized by him. Such 
member or servant refusing to furnish such facts shall be 
punished by fine not exceeding ten dollars. 

Section 6. Parents, within forty days after the birth of a 
child, and every householder, within forty days after a birth 
in his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given to the clerk 
of the town where such child is born. Every householder in 
whose house a death occurs and the oldest next of kin of a 
deceased person in the town where the death occurs shall, with- 
in five days thereafter, cause notice thereof to be given to the 
board of health.

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REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN AND 
SUPERINTENDENT OF INSECT PEST CONTROL 


To the Board of Selectmen 
Hopedale, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


I hereby submit to you my report as Tree Warden and 
Superintendent of Insect Pest Control for the year ending 
Dec. 31, 1958. 


As Tree Warden I had several trees that were dead re- 
moved and the dead and broken limbs removed that might 
be hazardous to street traffic. I inspected all tree trimming 
done by Utility companies. Four Norway Maples were planted 
to replace dead trees. 


As Superintendent of Insect Pest Control I did the follow- 
ing: 


On April 14-15-16 the breeding areas for Mosquitos and 
Black Flies were sprayed with 12% DDT. Also at this time 
a dormant spray was applied to the Elm trees for control of 
the Elm Bark Beetle. 


On May 31st practically the whole town was sprayed 
with a solution of 6% DDT and 1% Malathion for the control 
of the Elm leaf beetle, tent Caterpillars, Gypsy Moth, Flies, 
Mosquitos, etc. 


On July 12th the same spray was again applied. 


On August 16 the same spray was applied as recommended 
by the state for protection against Equine Encephalitis. 


On June 10th more streets were sprayed for Poison Ivy. 


Samples were taken from thirty-six Elm trees suspected 
of having Dutch Elm Disease and sent to the Shade Tree 
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Laboratory at The University of Massachusetts in Amherst, 
for testing. Twenty-two of them proved to have the disease 
and were promptly destroyed.

REPORT OF THE ROAD COMMISSIONERS 
FOR THE YEAR 1958 


A new 4-wheel drive light truck was purchased in 1958. We 
are requesting funds for purchase of a tractor this year to 
replace the present Ford tractor which is 6 years old. These 
purchases are part of the continuing program to keep the High- 
way Department’s equipment in good condition. 


Approximately 3700 feet of sidewalk were replaced or re- 
surfaced on Dutcher, Daniels, Highland, Hopedale and Free- 
dom Streets during the year. 
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Other special projects included resurfacing 2000 feet of 
Greene Street with “mixed-in-place” material from Hopedale 
Street to the G. & U. tracks and seal coating about 3000 feet 
of streets. 


The Chapter 90 project on Freedom Street from Northrop 
Street to the Milford Town line was completed under State 
supervision. The Chapter 90 project for reconstruction of 
Dutcher Street a distance of about 1500 feet from the Milford 
Town line is expected to be completed in 1959. The Chapter 90 
project for Greene Street from the G. & U. tracks to the Mil- 
ford Town line is expected to be done in 1960 or 1961 with 
funds appropriated over two or three years. 


Chapter 90 construction projects are financed by the State 
(one-half), the County (one-fourth) and the Town (one- 
fourth). The State and County shares are paid from the gas- 
oline tax receipts. The design of the projects is done by the 
State Department of Public Works and the construction is 
under its supervision.

When the No-School Signal is sounded at 7:30 A.M., it closes 
the kindergarten and grades one through six all day, but the 
junior and senior high schools will be in session. When the No- 
School Signal is sounded at 12:30 P.M., it closes the kinder- 
garten and grades one through six for the afternoon. An effort 
will be made to have the signal announced on Radio Stations 
WMRC, WTAG, WBZ, and WKOX.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


The Librarian respectfully submits the seventy-third an- 
nual report. 


During the past year 1958, The Bancroft Memorial Library 
and its Branch at South Hopedale have continued to maintain 
their high level of service to the citizens of Hopedale. There has 
been an increase of 2,043 over last year in the number of vol- 
umes loaned to the public. The total circulation figures for the 
year are 40,892 as against 38,849 for 1957. 


Not only has our circulation grown but there has also been 
a decided increase in the use of our reference collection. In- 
formation that we could not supply from our books we have ob- 
tained from larger libraries or Interlibrary Loan. We have 
answered countless questions over the telephone asked by peo- 
ple who could not come to the library. Information given by 
us this way is an important service that the library can render 
to the town. 


Mr. Harry A. Billings, our senior trustee, a member of the 
board since 1922, tendered his resignation the first of this year. 
We were extremely sorry to lose this conscientious member of 
our board, since he had become very closely identified over the 
years with all that The Bancroft Memorial Library stands for. 
Mrs. Jeanne B. Ammen, a graduate of Simmons College and a 
former Librarian, was elected to the board. We of the staff are 
very happy to have Mrs. Ammen as our new member. 


The Children’s Room is one of the busiest departments of 
the library. It is said that ‘‘Not only are children reading more 
today than they ever did before, but also more children are 
reading.” Much care is given in the selection of the books for 
this department and on the shelves may be found books for 
every type of child. Again this year the Children’s Library 
awarded certificates to the boys and girls in the elementary 
schools who made reports on books read from their State Read- 
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ing Lists. 26 Honor certificates, 144 five-book certificates were 
awarded. Children from the third grade under the guidance of 
their teacher, Mrs. Cecelia Farrell, made several visits to the 
Children’s Room. Many who had not been in the library be- 
fore took out cards at this time. We recall a quotation begin- 
ning “‘As the twig is bent” and it reminds us that this early ac- 
quaintance with books will help to make adult readers. There 
were eight story hours held this year. Story tellers were Mrs. 
Mary Norman, Librarian from the Uxbridge Library, Mrs. Hazel 
Forsberg, Librarian from the Upton Library, Mrs. Leola Stearns 
and Mrs. Marjorie Hattersley from our own Library. 


The Drama and Literature Committee of the Hopedale 
Community House Woman’s Club sponsored another book con- 
test under the chairmanship of Mrs. Annie Slaney. At the meet- 
ing of the club the winners from grades 5 and 6 were presented 
with books as a reward for their excellent book reports. The 
winners were Donna Apicella, June Saravara, June Geake, 
Brenda Tingley and Joanne Brown. 

In the spring the Freshman class under the supervision of 
‘Miss Frances Holmes, English teacher, came to the library 
to acquaint themselves with the resources of the Reference 


Room, the use of the card catalog and Readers’ Guide to Period- 
icals. 


The first National Library Week was observed in March. 
This event is sponsored by the National Book Committee in 
cooperation with the American Library Association and it will 
be a yearly affair. It is devoted to the importance of reading 
in American life and to the importance of libraries of all kinds, 
public schools and libraries maintained by individuals in their 
own homes. This library had on display over 100 new books 
in the Food Center Store, which attracted the attention of 
many people. We also had Mr. Thomas E. Galvin, librarian at 
Marblehead, address the members of the Sophomore and Junior 
classes at the General Draper High School on “The Librarian, 
A Challenge and Opportunity.” Mr. Galvin, a graduate of 
Simmons College and Columbia University, presented his facts 
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relative to the need for more librarians, the opportunities avail- 
able to the professional librarian at the present time. 


Exhibits have been featured; these have brought to the 
attention of the public services of the library. Blue Birds un- 
der the direction of Mrs. Paul Roberts, exhibited articles made 
by themselves. Leigh Allen, Kurt Anderson, Donald Moore and 
Roland Boucher displayed their Science projects. Art Week, 
Mrs. Richard Kearsley and her committee, made some beauti- 
ful flower arrangements and Mrs. Paul Grant showed some of 
her oil paintings of flowers. In October the Hopedale Commu- 
nity Historical Society held its first annual exhibition in the 
library. In spite of the time and effort required on the part of 
Mr. Gordon Norton and his committee the exhibit seems to 
have been eminently worthwhile in calling the public attention 
to “Old Hopedale” and the Historical Society. 


According to the Library Journal statistics approximately 
one-third of all books published are paperback. Many libraries 
are using them, so is Hopedale. Our thanks to Mrs. Henry Bill- 
ings for donating and collecting over three hundred of them. 
The first month we had them 214 went in to circulation. 


The library has been very fortunate this year in receiving 
many gifts of books and magazines for which we are very grate- 
ful. Thanks to the Hopedale Garden Club for the lovely ever- 
greens and flowering shrubs that are growing so beautifully be- 
side the fountain. To Mr. Harry Billings, Sr. for his continua- 
tion of the Beatrice Billings’ Fund which provides books for the 
children we are so grateful. To Temple Flowers and all others 
that have given us flower arrangements or flowers to brighten 
our library we do say thank you. 


All told, we feel that we can look back upon a successful 
year. Although we still have projects unrealized for the im- 
provement of the library, it does seem that we are accomplish- 
ing a few things. And things as yet undone can always be made 
to serve as a spur to our future activities. 
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In closing, this my final report to the Board of Trustees 
and to the town, I wish to express my deep appreciation for all 
the kindness, counsel and support that I have received from 
the Library Board, for the loyalty and help of my Library Staff, 
and for the kindness and friendliness that has been shown me 
through the years by so very many of the library patrons.
